Harrisburg, Nov. 12—The A nthra­ 
cite Coal Tax Bill, passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, was a t­ 
tacked as unconstitutional in a suit 
brought in the court of common pleas 
of Dauphin County. 
The plaintiff contended that it was 
unconstitutional 
to differentiate be­ 
tween bituminous and anthracite coal 
since the difference between the two 
is “one of degree and not of kind.” 
The suit was brought by a stock­ 
holder of the Thomas Colliery Com­ 
pany against the directors of the com­ 
pany and the auditor general 
anti 
treasurer of Pennsylvania to restrain 
them from assessing and paying the 
tax of one and a half per cent ad 
valorem on anthracite coal. 
The plaintiff set forth that anthra­ 
cite coal is mined in only nine coun­ 
ties of the State, while bituminous is 
mined in twenty four, and that, there­ 
fore the tax 
is unlawfuT 
because 
it is regional. 
The 
complaint 
also states 
that 
since 
anthracite 
coal 
is 
exp »rted 
from the State, the tax is an inter­ 
ference with interstate commerce anti 
in violation 
of the 
United States 
Constitution. 
The State in its answer, which was 
also filed, contended that there is a 
decided difference between anthracite 
and bituminous coal. 
The State ad­ 
mitted most of the other averments, 
but held that they did not affect the 
legality of the tax. 
The case will he argued on Novem­ 
ber 25.
